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Paint Damage Caused by 


Last Year's Severe Winter 


Home owners in this area shouid 
become “ house detectiv es” this 
sum m er to spot the basic causes 
behind paint damage, the Paint­ 
ing and Decorating Institute of 
Ohio adv ises. 
In many situations paint dam­ 
age outside or inside a house is 
not due to paint failure itself, but 
to moisture which inv aded the 
walls during 
last 
winter’s 
un­ 
usually sev ere weather, accord­ 
ing to H arry H. Holzheimer of 
Clev eland, president pf PDI of 
Ohio. 
“ The past winter, in most parts 
of the country, was one of the 
most sev ere 
in 
many 
years,” 
Holzheimer said. “ It was espec­ 
ially rough on homes and caused 
point problems where they nev er 
or seldom existed before.” 
Heav ier-than-usual amounts of 
snow alternately melted and froze, 
causing water to back up under 
shingles, flashings and joints on 
m any roofs, he explained. The 
m oisture frequently soaked into 
in n er walls saturatin g wood, build­ 
ing paper and insulation. 


“THESE 
WALLS 
WERE, 
in 
many cases, soaking wet under 
the paint film,” Holzheimer said. 
“ Now there may be blisters, peel­ 
ing, rust staining from nailheads, 
and staining due to reactiv ated 
lime or resins.” 
In many places storms plaster­ 
ed exterior walls themselv es with 
snow. This melted and then froze. 
And 
some cases, eav e troughs 
and gutters were clogged with ice 
and ov erflowed. The ov erflowing 
moisture then refroze on the sides 
of houses. 
Sev ere freezing and thawing of 
moisture on the outside walls in 
some 
instances 
ruptured 
the 
pain t film and forced w ater into 


cracks and under clapboards. This 
results in staining, blistering and 
peeling. 


“ SOME 
HOUSE 
DETECTIVE 
work will usually show how mois­ 
ture entered and attacked pain t 
from un dern eath,” Holzheimer ex­ 
plained. 
“ Look for clues as to what hap­ 
pened during the freezing season. 
Dirt streaking will be positiv e 
ev idence of w ater activ ity. 
“Try to trace the course of this 
water. It m ay lead to the cause 
of the trouble. For example, look 
for dirt stain s which show that 
w ater has run out of seams, joints 
or siding laps. This is proof that 
w ater got inside the walls some­ 
how and cam e back out in those 
spots. 


“ BUT, YOU CAN BE certain 
that not all of it came out here. 
A lot of w ater soaked into the 
wood and was drawn out, taking 
the paint along with it when the 
spring and sum m er sun w arm ed 
the outside air. 
“ Check 
flashings around dor 
mers, gables and at corners and 
check caulking around windows 
and doors. Recaulk cracks, seam s 
and joints that need recaulking. 
Put in siding v ents or louv res in 
areas that show ev idences of re­ 
peated failures. 
“ Don’t be in such a hurry to 
get the paint back on the house 
or certain areas of it that you 
don’t check and correct the basic 
structural 
defects 
which 
cause 
paint failures or if you hav en’t 
allowed enough time to perm it 
the 
moisture to ev aporate and 
the house to thoroughly dry out. 
You can hav e a long-lasting, sat­ 
isfying paint joD if you take care 
of these details.”

Here's the Answer 


QUESTION: We nev er seem to 
hav e enough storage space and 
would like to make one of those 
rollunders which slide under the 
bed. Can you giv e us some ad­ 
v ice, remembering that none of 
us has any particular woodwork­ 
ing skill, although we hav e made 
a few small things? 
ANSWER: 
The simplest type 
of roll-under is noting more than 
a flat wooden box with casters on 
it. The one word of caution we 
can giv e is this: in making the 
m easurements, be sure to allow 
sufficient room for the casters. 
Let’s say the distance between 
your floor and the bottom f the 
bed is 10 inches. 
You can ’t make the roll-under 10 
inches or ev en 9 inches until you 
find out how high the casters are. 
Therefore, be sure to purchase 
the casters before you start the 
project. Get the swiv el type with 
places which can be attached to 
a flat surface. In preparing the 
m easurements for the roll-under, 
you then will know how much 
room to allow for the casters.

with or without a top, depending 
on how important it is to keep the 
contents dust-free. The top can be 
hinged on v ery easily. We’d sug­ 
gest a sliding top set in groov es 
if not for your warning. Attach 
a handle of some kind to the 
front of the roll-under so that it 
can be pulled out easily.

rIhey paid no attention to them when foolish 
[lawmakers were setting them as low as 10 
p iiles 
an 
hour. 
They 
have 
scorned 
the 


posted limits all through the years. They 
will scorn the new 70-mile limit on Ohio 
freeways outside municipalities when it goes 
into effect the last day of this month. 
And every accident that occurs at high 
speed will be blamed by thoughtless com­ 
mentators on speed, instead of recklessness, 
mmdles of hundreds of thousand of driver 
who operate cars safely at high speeds.

The fool who will maim you 
and kill you if you give him a chance will 
be driving faster than the law allows when 
he does it and will be doing something reck­ 
less to boot. 
The only law that would cool him off 
would be a law to keep all reckless and 
incompetent drivers off the highways.

It seems more like comic 
opera 
than 
^statesmanship that lets chickens upset high 
j'hopes for easier trade between the United 


p la tes and the European Ecooomic Com­ 


munity.

I EVERY commentator who looked at the 
orospect of getting along with the EEC 
stressed the difficulty that would arise if 
*ihe EEC improved agricultural production 
Jo the point of being in competition with 
\J.S. agricultural commodities. 
£ This also was the sticking point between 
the six 
nations in the EEC. It was Bri­ 
tain's concern with protection for its agri­ 


culture that kept it at arm's length from 
the EEC and finally caused French Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle to slam the door 
on its application for membership. 
And then came the affair of the chickens. 
U S. chicken producers were confronted 
with an EEC tariff that all but shut them 
out of the European market. 
The United States is planning retaliation 
late th.s month or early in October unless 
some adju s’men; more favorable than any­ 
thing su ggested so far is forthcoming. 
THE WHOLE thing is being regarded in 
Washington as a test of the Common Mar­ 
ket principle — far more so than the similar 
case mvdvingr European-made carpets and 
glass last year. 
That, too. turned into a battle of retalia­ 
tion, but it did not threaten to turn into 
a 
trade war. 
The chicken inc.der? could set off a full- 
fledged war that would destroy all remain­ 
ing enthusiasm for the possibilities of Eu­ 
ropean economic cooperation. 
If cooperation were to mean nothing but 
the erection of trade barriers, the United 
States will have nothing to gain and every­ 
thing to loee.

governments benefited don’t stay 
"bought," as they begin to flirt 
with the Communist side, and a 
form of blackmail emerges. 


This need not be regarded as 
a partisan 
question 
inside 
the 
United States. The same difficul­ 
ties have confronted the adminis­ 
tration in power here under Presi­ 
dents Truman and Eisenhower. 
That's why a comprehensive re­ 
view and revision of American 


policy is in order. For certainly 
if the right policy were developed, 
a majority 
in 
Congress 
would 
quickly reflect the wishes of the 
American people and authorize a

THE SAME criticism can be 
made of the American foreign- 
aid 
program 
with 
respect 
to 
countries like Yugoslavia, where 
Premier Khrushchev of the Soviet 
Union has lately been pictured in 
the press 
as 
hugging 
Marshal 
Tito. 
Or tak< a case like Viet Nam, 
where American aid — military 
and economic — costs about a 
million 
dollars 
a day, but the 
ruling regime in that cou ntry is 
recalcitrant 
and 
uncooperative 
and 
openly 
assails 
American 
policies. 


The real weakness is the lack 
of a standard policy — a firm 
and positive position by the Unit­ 
ed States that is clearly set forth 
to the world. What should such 
a policy include? 


First, there is 
need to retu rn 
to fu ndamental 
principles 
in in­ 
ternational 
intercou rse. 
Hit-or- 
m iss policies get nowhere and 
tend to confu se pu blic opinion. 


Second, the existence of a cold 
w ar mu st be recognized as a 
fact. A government which seek s 
an form of aid from the United 
States mu st mak e u p its mind 
which side it wants to be on. 
The foreign-aid program shou ld 
be limited to allies or to those 
who wish to become associates 
or partners of the United States. 
Tne re is no place for neu tral­ 
ism or neu trals in a cold war 
that has been started and car­ 
ried on persistently by interna­ 
tional commu nism. No better ex­ 
ample of what happens has been 
afforded than the bu ildu p of mis­ 
sile bases and weapons in Cu ba 
by the Soviet government within 
the las; two years 


THIRD, the 
American 
people 
are willing to help allies 
and 
partners, bu t not those who play 
both sides against each other in a 
gam e of black mail How can any 
cou ntry accept aid from the So­ 
viet Union withou t becoming a 
potential 
enemy of the United 
States? This is really on? of the 
deeply 
rooted 
reasons 
for 
the 
growing 
resentm ent 
inside 
this 
cou ntry against the present for­ 
eign aid program . 
Fou rth, the policies of the Unit­ 


ed States must be aimed at win­ 
ning alliances with peoples. If any 
people is 
unsuccessful 
for the 
time being in getting rid of gov­ 


ernment» that lean toward the 
Soviet Union, the natural course 


is for America to refrain from 
giving aid to that regime and 
to 
let the people know about it pub- 


licly through the Voice of Ameri­ 


ca and otherwise by stating and 


restating the principle* of the 
whole foreign aid program. 


Naturally, a good deal of dis­ 
cretion ha* to be vested in the 
executive branch of the govern­ 


ment but only within the limits 
of the 
principles 
set 
forth 
by 
Congress. 


GOVERNMENT officials in the 
special agencies do try to ad­ 
minister the program conscien­ 
tiously, but they are sometimes 
influenced by lack of correct in­ 
formation or by bad advice. Also, 
the decisions are not based on 
well-defined principles, but vary 


from day to day as expediency 
indicates. There does not se'im 
to be a chart or compass to steer 
by. It’s largely an invisible op­ 
eration. It has been the same un­ 
der preceding administrations. 


President Kennedy today 
de­ 
serves the support of Congress 
on a foreign aid program, but the 
nature and extent of it and the 
places and conditions under which 
it should be operated should not 
be left to day-by-day reaction* to 
events in the cold war nor to 
the whims of diplomats abroad 
who do not always see the forest 
for the trees.

Ladies, I suggest that you di­ 
lute this white shoe polish with 
lots of water. And let me tell you 
why: There are hundreds of dif­ 
ferent brands of shoe polish on 
the market today. Some might 
contain a chemical which would 
rot the fibers of the cotton fabric. 
Another reason is that you will 
think, when applying this polish, 
that your tape’s not white but. . . 
just wait until it dries! It looks 
ten times whiter! Do NOT coat 
your blinds with 
too 
thick 
a 
polish. 
I think the best method is to 
mix white shoe polish with water 
and about a teaspoon of vinegar 
in a little saucer. Use a plain 
old ordinary household sponge. 
Dip it in the mixture of polish 
(AFTER wetting your tape with 
another sponge that 
has 
been 
dipped in plain water,) squeeze 
and start rubbing. 
We want thig cloth tape to be 
thoroughly wet so that it will get 
into all the little fibers 
of 
the 
coton. Once he water gets down 
into the fibers the shoe polish 
will go on smoother and withut 
streaking or spotting. 
Ladies, if cooked starch seals 
the fibers on cotton clothes just 
why in the world wouldn’t it seal 
the fibers on these cotton vene­ 
tian blind tapes? 
I recently took one venetian 
blind with a “new” tape and wet 
it thoroughly . . . dipped an old 
sponge into some cookng starch 
and wiped it down. 
For the last two months I have 
found that the starch has kept 
carbon and vapours from soak­ 
ing down into the fibers of the 
tape! Just like on all our hus­ 
bands shirts, our wash dresses, 
etc. If your blinds are brand 
new . . . you might like to try 
it.

Proper Construction 


Of Outlines Pays Off 


By The Reading Laboratory 
To get the most out of the fol­ 
lowing, you’ll have to get rid of 
preconceived notions about out­ 
lining. You 
probably 
remember 
outlining as a rather dull section 
of Freshm an Composition. Before 
you wrote themes, you had to 
m ake outlines of them. When you 
wrote, you followed the outline. 
We’ll call this type of outline a 
w riting outline. 
The outlines we’re going to talk 
about are fundamentally different 
from the outlines you use for wri­ 
ting. We’re talking about outlines 
you use for reading. They are an­ 
alytical tools—scalpels for dissec­ 
ting the thought-structure of a 
textbook. 
IN A READING OUTLINE, the 
ideas must be arranged accord­ 
ing to their logical order. T h e 
most important idea in the text 
appears as the first point in the 
outline—no m atter where it 
ap­ 
pears in the text. 
J.—------------------------— ----------- 


The following is the recomrrien- 


ded way to construct an outline: 
This type of outline labels the 
ideas. 
Anything 
marked 
“ 11” 
must be directly related to t h e 
main idea, or “ 1 ” . In the same 
way, anything marked “ 1.11” is 
directly subordinate to “ 1.1” . 


THE ITEMS DON’T have to be 
paired off in a reading 
outline. 
In writing outlines it’s good form 
to pair off each item—if you have 
an item “ a,” you should also have 
an item “b.” But in the sample 
outline above, “2.1” can s t a n d 
without any “2.2.* If you find on­ 
ly one subordinate idea u n d e r 
“2” , there’s no reason to invent 
another. 
Notice that any entries 
i n t o 
“ 1.” and “2.” must be of equal 
importance. The entries “2.11” 
“2.12” , etc., must also be of eq­ 
ual importance. 


As an example of a reading out­ 
line, we could outline today’s ar­ 
ticle as follows: 
1. Reading outlines are analytical 
tools.

They organize ideas ac­ 
cording to logical order 
—not according to order 
of presentation.

Ceremony Marks Perry Win 


Over British on Lake Erie 


PUT-IN-BAY (AP) - Cannons 


boomed off the coast of South Bass 
Island in Lake Erie Sunday, a cen­ 
tury and a half after the guns of 
nine little U. S. navy ships shat­ 
tered die British fleet and started 
unprecedented peace between the 
United States and Canada. 
The salute was part of a two- 
hour ceremony at the base of the 
Perry Victory and Peace Monu­ 
ment here commemorating the 
viitory Sept. 16, 1813, by the fleet 
of Lt. Oliver Hazard Perry over 
six British ships. 


The victory ended British con­ 
trol of Lake Erie and was a turn­ 
ing point in the War of 1812. 
About 3,000 
persons 
crowded 
around the 352-foot monument as 
representatives of Canada and the 
United States praised the peaceful 
co-existence period. 
’The relationship should be ad­ 
vertised . . . that two free and 
independent countries can live and 
work together,” Ivan V. MacDon­ 
ald, Canadian cousul at Detroit, 
said. ”It is a relationship that 
should be followed elsewhere in 
this troubled world.” 


Victor M. Longstreet assistant 
secretary of the Navy, called the 
nearly 4,000 miles of ungarded 
boundary 
between 
Hie 
nations 
“one 
of 
the 
world’s 
greatest 
achievem ents in international 
peace.” 


Looking out over the boat-dotted 
bay in front of the monument, 
Longstreet said, “May struggles 
for freedom going on in the world 
today end as the one we com­ 
memorate here today, in lasting 
peace that-benefits equally those 
who win and those who are de­ 
feated.” 


MacDonald commented that the 
War of 1812 was one of the few 
wars in history in which both 
sides benefited and continue 
to 
benefit. 


Among more than a score of 
guests were two descendants of 
Perry Navy 
Ens. 
Matthew 
C. 
Perry, a great-great grandnephew, 
and Daniel Wooley of Norwalk, a 
great-great-great grandson. It was 
the first meeting of the two and 
the first time Ens. Perry had 
visited the scene of his ancestor’s 
victory. 


The monument the second-high­ 
est structure of its kind in the na­ 
tion, is located on a narrow neck 
of land on South Bass Island north 
of Port Clinton. Perry met the 
British fleet about two miles north 


west of here, a spot which can be 


seen from the top of the monu­ 


ment. 
About 100 private boats 
and 
Navy vessels were anchored off 


the coast. The USS Hollidaysburg 
fired the salute to Perry at 3 p.m. 
—the hour of victory on Lake 
Erie.
